ConversaTIon ON THE Mutiny Bite. 
-. On the motion that the mutiny bill be commit- 
‘ted, 

Lord Carlifle withed to hear from fome of the 
noble Lords in Adminiftration, an explanation of 
the new claufe in the bill which fubjected brevet of- 
ficers to the martial law. It was an innovation, and 
for that reafon their Lordfhips ought to be inform 
ed of the principles on which it was founded. 

Lord Syduey ftated, that as the Jaw had formerly 
flood, many cafes occurred which were attended 
with much difficulty. The meaning therefore of 
the claufe in queftion was, that all fimilar inconve- 
niences might for the future be avoided. His Lord. 
fhip menrioned the cafe of General Stuart in the 
Eaft Indies, and obferved, that it was intended to 


tere the, law to-all denominations of officers who 
ould act under the brevet.;\ana user were a very 


* mumerous clafs-of individuals, fuch as governors of 


diftant dependencies, and others who had the King’s 
commifiioa. For thefe purpofes thé prefent claufe 
was thought neceffary, and he trufted their. Lord- 
thips would be of the fame opinion. 

Lord S/ormont contended, that officers could not 
at by brevet only, without 2 letter from his Maje- 
fty’s Minifters, or letters of fervice, directing the 
circumftances of the fervice. He defired to be cor 
rected if this principle was not founded on_ military 
practice. On this prefunrption he thought himfelf 
én:itled to argue again{t the prefent claufe, as a pro- 
vifion againft a cafe perfectly chimerical He trutt- 
ed their Lordfhips would advert to the cafe of 

young gentlemen, who often aflumed titles from the 
military profeflion for the tonvenience of travelling. 
Would their Lordthips give their fanétion to a mea- 
fure which went to fubjeét perfons of this defer’p- 
tion to martial Jaw? Indeed he faw the matter as 
drawing along with it fo many pernicious effects, 


* that he hoped the wifdom of their Lordthips would 


interfere, and prevent the confequences which it 
threatened. 

Lord Effingham faid, the words in the commif 
fion were a fufficient anfwer to what the noble Vif. 
count had obferved. It was in fac an order from 
his Maje(ty, commanding all perfons, in fubordinate 
rank, to obey the perfon thus commiffioned. He 
could not think the noble Vifcount ferious in ‘appre- 
hending any danger to thofe young gentlemen who 
thought a Captain a good travelling title. His 
Lordthip put the cafe of an invafion, and argued, 
that unlefs brevet officers were fubjest to martial 
law, it would even on fuch a_prefling emergency as 
this be a good reafon for not fuffering them to ac, 
and confequently the country might be deprived of 
their affiftance when it was moft wanted. Indeed 
he had@lways underftood, before he had feen a late 
opinion of the twelve judges, that they were fubject 
to the law as military men ; and the contrary, in 
his opinion, involved a very obvious abfurdity. 

The Duke of Manchefler expreffed his diflike to 
the claufe in very ftrong terms. He thought offi- 
cers, under the defcription, and in the predicament 
referred to, were ftill accountable to their country 
for their conduct. He did not think the cafe of 
young gentlemens travelling as brevet officers fo light 
or trivial a matter as the Noble Earl had alledged. 
His Grace had travelled himfelf as'an enfign, and 
he believed, {till had rank as fuch in the army. He 
mentioned alfo feveral inftances, in which officers, 
thus fitaated, had been called to an account for their 
condu&. He did not fee the neceflity of the inno- 
vation. It was founded on principles which he 
could notapprove. Its tendency was to abridge the 
common law of the country. And though he did 
not with to impede the meafures of Government, 
this was a cafe of no ordinary importance, and in 
his mind every Member of either Houfe of Parlia- 


ment was bound to give it all the oppofition in his 
ower. ; 
Lord Carlile had always gonfidered the whot 

fyftem of martial law as an infringement of the cda* 

. ttitution, which the moft indifpenfible neceffity! only 


could juftify. Would any noble Lord in the Ad 
miniftration pretend that fuch'a neceflity exiftedin 
the prefent cafe? The remedy fuppofed.an evil which 
had no reality in fa@t. Tt was therefore a wanton 
encroachment on -thofe privileges which‘ were very 
Englithman’s birthright. He fhould referee ‘tits « 
mendment: until the bill was’ committed y*putihe 
could not help expreffing his aftonithmem ag the in- 
troduction of a claufe fo perfeétly unaeceffary, and 
big with confequences fo very objectionable. 1 

Lord Portcheffer condemned the claufe; as con- 
veying an. idea that every perfon who had once be- 
longed to the military was to all intents and purpo- 
fes a foldier for life. This-he neve* would admit. 
it was unconititutional, and whatevertended4o fuch 
a do¢trine fhould have his oppofition.’ a 

Lord Sydney faid, he had been cundemned for 
faying too little ; he would probably nov be cenfured 
for faying too much. He was, howwer, anxious 
that he might not be mifunderftood. de therefore 
repeated what he had formerly ftated, ard infinuated 
the incompetence of their Lordthips nterference 
with bills which came in this fhape fromthe other 
Houfe, as fuch an interference might ulimately en- 
danger the fuccefs of the meafure. 

Lord Stormont alferred the competence of their 
Lordthips to amend whatever bills were fubjected to 
their cognizance. Their Lordthips, .ip. bis opinion, 
without fuch a power, affembled to no purpofe what- 
ever ; and the form of fabmitting bills to their con- 
tideration, which they were not in a cape te al- 
ter, was by no means confiftent with the dignity 
which became them as a branch of the Brith Le- 
giflature. This was a point which he trufted would 
not be contefted: He would fay no moreto the 
queltion before their Lordthips, but that it was not 
likely to produce any general alarm, though every 
man of fenfibility mult, as he did very fincerely, com- 
miferdte the fituations of thofe perfons whom the act, 
thus altered, was calculated to affet. > 

The Lord Chancellor coincided with entire fa- 
tisfaction in the opinion delivered by the noble Vif 
count, relating to the alteration of bills originating 
in the other Houfe.. While he had the honour of a 
feat among their Lordthips, he would give his im- 
plicit confent to no bill .which came, before them, 
unlefs fuch care was taken of it @¥ that novalteration 
was neceflary. ‘He had not apprehendedbany debate 
would have'taken place on the claufe; at lealt in 
this ftage of the bufinefS. He quoted the, articles 
of war, and argued from them wbat, officers were 
bound to a& by brevet. It: was che commifion 
which conferred’ the: powers Letters of fervice 
gave.a direction only to the authority thus confcr- 
red, but in fact conferred none. ‘And he obdferved, 
that the reafon, of the thing fubftantiated the pro 
priety of it. No-man fhould enter into a profethon 
without fubmitting’ to ng inconveniences, as well 
as fharing its previleges. If men would be foldiers, 
they fhould not be exceptedfrom the laws’ of the 
profefion. He had no objection to annihilate the

Lord Tow/hend conceived “the fubje& to be 
much morc ferious than feemed ‘to be admitted by 
their Lérdthips. He had nothing to fear from that 
or.any other innovation which could happen in the 
prefent-reign, or indeed. from the prefént- family. 
But he would not anfwer for what ‘might’ happen 
under a reign or a government lefs friendly to liber- 
ty. In fact, it afforded a defpotic Prince an oppor- 
tunity, in cafes of public difturbance, of wounding in 
the tendereft part the cenftitution of the country.

way 3s poffible. The motion was unanimoutly a- 
greed to, and a bill ordered in accordingly. 
4 The bill was then brought in, and read a firft 
qnd fecond time; after which it went into a Com- 
mittee, Mr Edwards in the chair ; and on the 
fes being read, 
oe Minchin obferved, that it would be neceflary 
chat fome claufe fhould be ioferted for prevent 
the thip’s crew from going from the fpot they fhould 
be carried, to, in order that’ the infection, if there 
was any, fhould be prevented from being thereby 
fpread.

“Mr Pitt and Mr Drake faid a few worls, and 
it was underftood from the former, that the perfs 
ifting under the bill, of whom the Mayor of Dat 
mouth would be one, would have power to keep the 
crew confined to the place that fhould be built or e- 
reéted for them. ‘ , 

« The bill was then paffed by the Committee, re- 
poued, and ordered to be engroffed. 

«“ The Houfe then went into a Committee on the 
militia bill, Mr Neville in the chair. 

«“ Mr Rufhworth went into a fhort hiftory of the 
militia of the feveral counties, and thought that 
much expence might be faved by reducing the num- 
ber of Field Officers, which he thought might be 
done by confolidating the battalions. ‘he honour- 
‘able member {tated, that, by having two battalions, 
they were doubly officered ; but that this would be 
uoneceflary if there was only one battalion, and a 
faving of at leaft 18,060 |. a-year be made thereby. 

“ Sir Edward Afley was of the fame opinion, 
and obferved, that the King’s troops were not fo 
much crowded with officers as the militia; and that 
if any faving could be made in the militia, it would 
be an object worth attending ro. 

“ Mr Mitford faid, his fiiwation was rather a 
delicate ore, being an officer in the militia, and one 
who had been concerned in framing the bill, but he 
could not agrte in any reduction of the officers. — 
The King’s troops, he faid, might do with lefs of- 
ficers than the militia, becaufe thefe men were bet- 
ter exercifed, and better trained ;~ whereas the mili- 
tia were in general raw and unexperienced men, and 
required a great many officers. Nor would it be 
‘proper, he thought, to decreafe the number of fie/d 
officers, and increafe the /ubalterns ; for the pay of 
the latter was fo fmall, that able hands would not 
ferve as fuch, while fe/d officers’ held that fituation 
an hour; and enough that did credit to it would 
‘be found to accept of it. Another reafon why 
he thought two battallions meceflary was, that 
at ‘coutty’eleétions, a fpirit of oppofition gene- 
“tally djvided the militia into parties, and therefore, 
“while two ‘battallions remained, the two parties knew 
which fide to refort to as molt agreeable to their 
way of thinking, by which much ill will, and_per- 
haps ill blood, was prevented ; whereas, if there 
thould be but one battallion, men in oppofition to 
each other would be obliged to ferve in one and the 
fame corps, and many difagreeable confequences 
therefrom énfue. 

“ Mr Young fupported the reafoning of the Ho- 
nourable member." 

“ The Chairman called upon Mr Ruafhworth, to 
know if he had any motion to move upon what he 
had thrown out. 

*© Mr Pit obferved, that if the Hon. Gentleman 
meant to move that the regiments of militia thould 
confit of any fpecifi¢ number, he was at liberty to 
do it ; but was in doubt whether it. was the proper 
time to move for a confolidation of the battalions. 

*¢ The bill was then read, and feveral amend- 
ments made, after which it was proceeded through, 
and ordered to be reported.

A {cheme 
for remedying this intolerable grievance has at laft 
been hit upon, and if vigoroufly carried into execu 
tion, we have no doubt, will have the defired effea: 


| The Sheriff of the County, and the Magiftrates of 


the City having agreed to go hand in hand in remove 


‘ing fo difgraceful a ouifance, that bufinefs was com- 


menced yefterday, by the officers belonging to both 
apprehending a number of beggars, who were carri+ 
ed tothe Council Chamber, where the Sheriff at- 
tended, along with the Magiftrates. After examin- 
ing into their feveral cafes, it was found, that only 
one, out of about thirty, had any legal right to the 
charity of either City or County, and that one’was 
the wife of a ftout young fellow, who pretends to be 
a lame failor. ‘The Sheriff, therefore, in a very fpi- 
rited- and fuitable fpeech, informed them, that as 
they had no right whatever to become a*burden up- 
on this City and County; who found it difficult to 
maintain their own poor, they muft immediately be- 
take themfelves to the places where they were ‘born, 
or where they had made fuch a refidence as entitled 
them to the funds which every parifh in Scotland 
was obliged by law to raife for the fupport of their 
refpective.poor. He faid, that they would immedi- 


ately receive a fhilling each, and be allowed tilt}: 


Monday morning, at ten o’clocky toleave the place ; 
but if any of them, after that period, fhould be found 
either in the City or County, (and the proper ofh- 
cers belonging to both, had ftriét orders to watch 
their motions) they were immediately to be appre- 
hended, committed to prifon, and the next Wednéf- 
day thereafter publicly whipt ‘through the ftreets of 
this city. This difcipline to be repeated every time 
they prefumed to returo. The Sheriff particularly 
recommended to them to confider this as a very fe- 
rious advice, and not as mere words of courfe; for 
that both the Magiftrates and himfelf were fully de- 
termined to carry the matter into full effect. This
